“ beneath the dignity of a county board of 
supervisors. " Santa Barbara County 
Sheriff John W Carpenter has fired back 
an angry response to Supervisors Frank 
Frost and James Slater 
In a letter to the entire board. 
Carpenter said the remarks made con­ 
cerning an agenda item on vehicles for 
the Sheriff s Department were “ grossly 
unfair, quite out of character for alleged­ 
ly responsible people to make, and cer­ 
tainly require some comment " 
Slater had commented during the dis­ 
cussion on vehicle purchases, i think 
the cost of this Narcotics Task Force for 
what it's worth is getting out of line 
for 
what they do " 
Sheriff Carpenter’s comment was that 
the vehicles in question were not for the 
task force, and he added: 
“ From Jan 1.1973 to Sept 30.1975. the 
task force seized $1.867.444 worth of nar­ 
cotics and arrested 488 subjects, most of 
whom were dealers To this date, all 
equipment, all travel. 80 per cent of the 
buy money and 50 per cent of the salaries 
were provided by the federal 
government.'' 
Carpenter continued. "... Slater s 
remarks concerning the Narcotics Task 
Force are completely consistent with his 
antilaw enforcement philosophy which 
has caused him to vote against the 
Sheriff's Department 98 per cent of the 
time 
His attitude has been slightly 
veiled in the past; however, (the 
remarks) made by him last Monday 
should indicate to citizens where he 
stands. One frightening aspect of this at­ 
titude is that Mr Slater is reportedly 
considering running for a soon-vacant 
judgeship. Perhaps law enforcement will 
have something to say about that in the 
future." 
In an exchange of conversation at the 
board meeting, these excerpts were 
cited by Carpenter: 
Slater: " I think they’re watching The 
Rookies’ too much. 
Frost (?): "Kojak.’ maybe " 
Slater. “ ‘Kojak’ might be a little more 
believable “ 
Frost (?): “ A bunch of hotdogs " 
Slater: “ I can understand what their 
stated theoretical intent is. but they’re 
spending a lot of money playing televi­ 
sion cops and robbers, and it’s getting a 
little annoying It embarrasses those 
great many people in the Sheriff's 
Department right now.” 


Carpenter commented in his remarks 
on the meeting excerpts. 
What em­ 
barrasses members of the Sheriff s 
Department is intemperate remarks 
made bv public officials at meetings 
where the departm ent is not 
represented 
What set off the exchange was another 
remark bv Slater in which he is quoted as 
saving. “ What they (task force) do is 
pose for pictures in front of the News- 
Press. and somebody with an automatic 
against a man s head, while his hands 
are handcuffed behind his back, which is 
foolish ” 
Carpenter’s response to this was. “ The 
picture was not posed and the man was 
not handcuffed. The facts are that the 
man was resisting, a second suspect — 
not in the picture — was yelling, and a 
third suspect was .. creating a distur­ 
bance 
Furthermore, intelligence in­ 
dicated the suspect was armed with a 
25-caliber automatic, not to mention 
that he had just delivered $250.000 worth 
of cocaine ’’ 
Carpenter said Frost's calling the 
sheriff's deputies "a bunch of hotdogs’ 
comes as “ no surprise 
“ However, his remarks concerning the 
probation department arrests do sur­ 
prise me I was under the impression 
that his one desire was to clean up cor­ 
ruption in government His statement. 
They spent about three weeks in useless 
surveillance of county employes and it 
turns out the worst charge they can 
come up with is that perhaps they didn't 
work all the hours they were supposed 
to.’ is from an uninformed source 


“ The loss from this theft will run into 
thousands of dollars, not to mention 
useless’ information on corrupt person­ 
nel practices " 


“ For example.” he continued, “ we do 
inquire about how ex-felons get jobs in 
county government without even fill­ 
ing out application forms. Also, we 
would like to know more about the illegal 
use of county equipment, drug traffick­ 
ing in the probation department and a 
host of other wrongdoings that I would 
think the taxpayers would be mighty up­ 
set about By Mr Frost’s remarks. I 
must conclude he doesn’t consider this to 
be important." 


In other remarks made Monday. Slater 
had referred to the task force as “ a 
sham” and “ politically difficult to op­ 
pose. because who can’t be against 
heroin .. who can't be against cocaine0 
Preliminary census figure 
shows decline in county

Preliminary final special county census 
figures — pointing toward a continuing 
decline in household numbers and the 
birth rate — indicate a new county pop­ 
ulation figure of “ about 280,000“ ac­ 
cording to County Census Coordinator 
Clifford Pauley. 
Pauley said the unforeseen new cut in 
size of households down to 2.73 per unit 
virtually accounted for the difference in 
the Planning Department’s estimate of 
283,656 this spring and the new 
preliminary final total accruing from the 
recently completed census count 
Pauley, the Planning Department’s 
population analyst, said State Depart­ 
ment of Finance computers will be put 
into service to process the new census 
returns, which involve not only popula­ 
tion figures, but also valuable social- 
economic data as well. Computerized 
returns are expected about Feb. 1. 


Some county communities have 
emerged with a higher body count than 
estimated, and others with a lower 
figure than expected, according to 
Pauley. 


But he said he was gratified at the 
closeness of the county’s earlier es­ 
timates with the new figure in view of 
the many variables involved including 
the military situation at Vandenberg Air 
Force Base, UC Santa Barbara’s student 
body and construction workers on the 
move, to name a few 
Average county household size 
declined by about 22/100 persons 
Record book editor killed;

Lompoc has 6.910 registered voters as of this week, and on the basis of these 
figures City Clerk Wilma Thomas will begin drafting new consolidated 
precincts for the forthcoming council election in March 
The figure is a drop of more than 2,000 from the number eligible to cast 
ballots in the 1974 city election. Mrs Thomas said At that time, the city had 
8.961 registered voters 
The new consolidated precincts will be established to keep them within the 
1.000 voter range This will facilitate the tabulation of ballots, she noted 
One of the reasons for the severe drop in the number of voters is the purge of 
the rolls that takes place following each General Election 
Persons who failed to vote in the 1974 General Election in November had 
their names erased from the voter rolls and must re-register in order to be able 
to cast a ballot in the March election 
Registration closes 30 davs prior to the election 


Besides those whose names were purged from voter lists, others who must 
register include those who have changed their name (as in the rase of married 
women», address or political affiliation since their last registration 
New voters - those who will be 18 vears of age by the date of the election - 
and those who need to re-register mav do so at the County Clerk’s office in 
Lompoc at 401 E Cypress 
Filing opens next Thursday for the Lompoc Citv Council election This is the 
first day that hopefuls may take out nomination papers from the city clerk s of­ 
fice Those taking out papers have until Doc 24 at 5 p m to return them with at 
least 20 but not more than 30 signatures of supporters 
In the event that either of the incumbents fail to file for re-election the date 
for non incumbents to file papers is extended to Dec 31 at noon Councilman 
Emil Scolari announced earlier this week he doe^ not intend to run. and Mayor 
Art Scott said he has not dec ided 
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between 1960 and 1970, and it wasn’t an­ 
ticipated a further decline would have 
taken place. Pauley stated, in the past 
five years. Without the additional unan­ 
ticipated reduction, the county would 
have wound up with about 2.200 or more 
persons than the preliminary special 
census figures now show 
County planners were “ close" in figur­ 
ing the number of vacant dwellings in the 
county, the new census results indicate, 
declared Pauley. The high vacancy rate 
in Carpinteria, he described as unusual, 
resulting in a population count of 
roughly 1.000 or more less than state es­ 
timates of almost a year ago. 
Census returns showed a large number 
of condominiums north of U.S. 101 in the 
Carpinteria area being used as second 
homes in addition to many beach units 
and trailers. 
Pauley said he could only generalize as 
to final population figures at this time in 
various county areas. 
He made these observations: 
—City of Santa Barbara is “ down 
some” over previous estimates. He felt 
the downward figure was “ several 
thousand.” 
— Lom poc’s figure is seen as 
descending from a 25,000 estimate to a 
“ 24.000 plus” figure, with Vandenberg up 
several thousand over earlier estimates 
to “ 10.000 plus." 
—Santa Maria-Orcutt area totals are 
“ down a bit" from estimates, perhaps 2 
per cent or so to 53.000. 
—Santa Ynez Valley “ had more people 
than we anticipated ... in excess of 11.000 
now.”

McWhirter’s death came a month after 
he offered a cash reward for the capture 
of persons responsible for a recent IRA 
bombing campaign in the London area 
Rosemary McWhirter said the gunmen 
opened fire on her husband when he went 
out to investigate two men who earlier 
had stepped from the shrubbery and 
threatened her with pistols. 
Scotland Yard said the gunmen fled in 
Mrs. McWhirter’s automobile found

WASHINGTON (U PI) - President 
Ford Friday nominated U.S. Circuit 
Judge John Paul Stevens to succeed 
retired Justice William O Douglas on 
the Supreme Court 
He called Stevens, 55. a member of the 
7th U.S. circuit bench in Chicago, his 
choice as “ the best qualified person" 
turned up by a "thorough search ” 
Addressing a hastily summoned White 
House news conference. Ford said he in­ 
tends to submit Stevens’ name formally 
in nomination on Monday. 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - President 
Ford said today on the eve of his trip to 
China that his journey is of “ great 
significance’’ in expanding Sino- 
American relations. 
“ It is a trip of great significance It 
will be another step in the effort on the 
part of the two governments to expand 
our relations and to broaden the nor­ 
malization” between Peking and 
Washington, he said in greeting 19 
members of the National W o m e n s 
Basketball Team of the People’s 
Republic of China. 
“ It is vital from our point of view that 
this dialogue, these discussions con­ 
tinue,” he told the visitors in the White 
House Rose Garden. 
Ford leaves Saturday on a 16-day trip 
to China and the Far East. 
A senior U.S. official told reporters 
earlier that only talks with Chinese 
leaders by Ford and Secretary of State 
Henry A 
Kissinger can produce the 
results the administration seeks from its 
relations with Peking 
Mrs. Ford, who will make the trip with 
her husband, and Kissinger stood by the 
President when he told the tall athletes 
that when he and his wife visited China in 
1972 he noticed there seemed to be more 
basketball courts there than at home in 
America. 
The first lady leaned forward, signal­ 
ing to the President. He leaned his head 
toward his wife and grinned when she 
whispered into his ear. Ford stepped 
back in front of the microphone and said 
that he had forgotten to mention 
something 
“ I tried a little ping pong.” he said the 
1972 trip. “ And I quit after the first ex­ 
change.” 
The Fords both laughed The Chinese 
have developed world champion ping 
pong players. 
It was an American visit by a Chinese 
ping pong team in 1971 that heralded the 
resumption after a generation of cold 
war relations between Washington and 
Peking.

It was agreed at the meeting that 
PG&E will be requested to provide

LOS ANGELES (UPI) - 
Gov. Edmund G Brown Jr has 
warned the state’s universities 
and colleges they will not be 
getting more money next year 


“ I look forward to a very lean 
budget” the governor said 
Thursday, saying the chances 
for an increase in state funds 
for 
the 
U n iv e rsity 
of 
California or the state colleges 
system ‘‘are somewhere be­ 
tween slim and nil,” 


Brown, in an interview with 
the Los Angeles Times, said the 
lid he placed on state aid to 
community colleges in the 1975- 
’76 budget would probably be in 
effect in 1976-77 


The lid was meant as a stop­ 
gap measure to curb adult 
education programs, which he 


said were expanding at an 
alarming pace He noted that 
the programs are growing even 
with the imposed lid and that 
community colleges are not do­ 
ing anything about the problem 
If the costs aren’t cut down, 
he said, some community 
colleges may have to be closed 
He also said he would limit 
salary raises for UC or state 
college instructors 
The depressed economy and a 
desire not to raise state taxes 
are the main reasons for the 
cutbacks. Brown said He noted 
that he had not examined the 
schools’ budgets in detail, but 
said they appeared out of line 
with his budget 
“I would say their expecta­ 
tions are higher than reality 
nrnvidpc for.” Brown said of 


the schools’ budget requests 
The governor said if the un­ 
iversities want more money, 
existing programs would either 
have to be cut down or cut out 
completely Chancellor Glenn 
Dumke of the state university 
and colleges previously said his 
system’s 1976-77 budget was 
“carefully thought out” and had 
“ no padding” that could be 
pared away. 


Dumke said if his system 
gets less than he has asked in

British medical crisis looms 


LONDON (UPI) - Specialist 
doctors today threatened to 
withdraw their services and 
join hospital interns protesting 
the policies of Britain’s state- 
run medical service. 
Scores 
of 
hospitals 
throughout the country 
prepared to close down or 
severely restrict their func­ 
tions. 
The 19.000 young doctors 
began a ban on overtime Thurs­ 
day, limiting their work week 
to 40 hours to support of de­ 
mands for higher overtime pay. 
The action brought Britain’s 
National Health service to the 
worst crisis in its 27-year 
history. 
Today, some 11.000 senior 
specialist consultants who had 
taken over many of the duties 
performed by the interns 
threatened to withdraw their 
services Monday to protest a 
government plan to abolish the 
practice of private patients us­ 


ing state-owned medical 
facilities. 
The specialists charged the 
plan restricted the patients' 
freedom of choice between 
private and state medical treat­ 
ment 
They also said that fee-paying 
patients contribute to the 
reduction of the service’s 
mounting financial losses. 


The interns said they began 
working a straight 40-hour week 
because the government tried 
to cut back overtime payments 
in current contract negotia­ 
tions.

DAD is a research mission to 
take measurements on a global 
scale of the density and com­ 
position of the upper at­ 
mosphere and to determine its 
vertical structure as a function 
of latitude longitude season 
and local solar time 
The Scout will inject the DAD 
spacecraft into a 217 by 932 
statute mile orbit Aboard the 
first satellite DAD-A. which 
will remain in the initial orbit 
is a velocity package which will 
inflate the second satellite 
DAD-B. and kick it into a 432 by

Polly’s Problem 


DEAR POLLY — Both my mother and I would like to 
know how to build a quilting frame and thought some of 
the senior citizen readers might be able to help us. — 
BARBARA 
DEAR BARBARA — I am sure other readers would 
also be interested in knowing this since quilting is now 
so popular. How about it, readers? — POLLY. 


DEAR POLLY — My Pet Peeve concerns grocery carts in 
the supermarkets. Many times I see shoppers park their carts 
in the middle of an aisle. Then they stand to one side while tak­ 
ing their purchases off the shelf. No one can get by them It 
would be so helpful to grocery shoppers, some of whom are in 
a hurry, if carts were parked on only one side of the aisle. 
Thanks for listening. — MRS. R H.C. 
DEAR POLLY — I find that spray starch works wonders for 
removing creases from polyester materials which are left 
when a dress is lengthened. You may have to repeat the 
process Too much spray starch will cling to your iron but it is 
easily removed with a damp cloth — BESSIE 
DEAR POLLY — I was once “ done in" by a little boy who 
whipped a marking pen out of his pocket during Sunday School 
and marked my wool dress The ink was permanent, but turn­ 
ed out to be soluble in alcohol. Maybe Wendy will find this a 
help with her daughter’s dress. — LOIS. 
DEAR LOIS and other readers — Do test the effect of the 
alcohol first. It causes some colors to run, and do not use it on 
acetate. - POLLY. 
DEAR POLLY — Recently I made a discovery that I think 
will be of interest to other homemakers. When washing tile 
floors, and you wish to remove the wax. put a cup of washing 
(not baking) soda in a quart of hot water to dissolve it. Let 
stand for five minutes. This is easier than using any stripper I 
have ever tried and the floor is whiter. It is also economical. 
Even a large box of washing soda is still quite inexpensive. —

DEAR POLLY — If you want an attractive picture frame in 
a hurry, use any kind of wood trim such as chair rail molding, 
etc. Mitre the corners and glue or nail together Rub the raw 
wood with regular chalk and polish with a wax type brown 
shoe polish and shine. No waiting for varnish and stain to dry 
and the frame has a slightly antiqued look — MRS R V 
DEAR POLLY — Those who like extra width on the window 
ledge for plants can adjust a spring type sash curtain rod 
Position it even with the top edge of the lower sash This adds

SAN DIEGO (UPI) - For­ 
mer Black Panther Party "in­ 
formation minister" Eldridge 
( leaver had Thanksgiving din­ 
ner Thursday with a long-time 
acquaintance. LSD guru 
Timothy Leary 


They were joined by about 463 
other inmates at the Federal 
Metropolitan Correctional 
Center, where both are 
prisoners. 


Cleaver, fleeing California 
charges stemming from the 
shootout that killed Panther 
Bobby Hutton, took refuge in 
Algeria seven years ago. Leary, 
on the run after escaping from 
a California federal prison in 
1971, was sheltered by Cleaver, 
who later repudiated him. 


Leary had to seek refuge 
elsewhere and was eventually 
rearrested in Afghanistan. 


After returning to the United 
States and surrendering last 
week. Cleaver was jailed in San 
Diego to await trial in Alameda 
County. He was placed in a 
private cell near Leary’s, 
despite reports of old animosi­ 
ties between them 


"We discussed the situation 
with both and neither had any 
problems," said Warden J D.

Enter Reagan 


At a recent dinner meeting 
including a number of Lorn* 
poc’s prime movers, the Lom­ 
poc Valley Economic Develop­ 
m en t A ssociation ( EDA) 
asked for help in the form of 
ideas from those in atten­ 
dance. It was difficult to dis­ 
cern if EDA got what it 
wanted. 
The EDA’s director. Chuck 
Carm ichael, 
did submit a 
kernel of an idea to the 
audience, how ever, which 
could bear some immediate 
and 
intensive 
investigation. 
What would the possibilities 
be, Carmichael wondered, of 
obtaining from the govern­ 
ment, free of charge, a parcel 
of land on which an industrial 
park could be developed? 
According 
to Carmichael, 
the major hurdles to industrial 
development in our valley are 
the prohibitively high costs of 
developing the park site even 
before the development itself 
goes in. Having cheap land 
available would help Lompoc 
and EDA over the hurdle 
through cutting the initial 


WASHINGTON — For the first time, it 
is now possible to trace the strange 
twists of history that put Gerald Ford in 
the White House 
If ex-Vice President Spiro Agnew 
hadn't been caught taking petty bribes 
from Maryland contractors, he would be 
President today. 
If 
e x - T r e a s u r y 
Secretary John Con- 
nally hadn’t become 
ensnarled in the milk 
sc a n d a l, he would 
have been named as 
Agnew’s replacement 
and would now be sit­ 
ting in the oval office 
in Ford’s place. 
We have obtained 
the amazing, behind- 
the-scenes story from 
sources close to both 
A gnew 
an d 
e x - 
President Richard Nixon. We have 
spoken, for exam ple, with Charles 
Colson who w as the interm ediary 
between Nixon and Agnew. We have also 
had access to the page proofs of Colson’s 
unpublished book, “ Born Again.” which 
discusses Agnew’s downfall. 
As Agnew’s friends relate the story, 
the then-Vice President learned in early 
1972 that President Nixon wanted to 
replace him on the ticket with Connally. 
Colson got the same impression from 
the President who confided that Connally 
was “one guy who could take over my 
job.’’ The two men became so close that, 
after Connally's departure from govern­ 
ment to recoup his finances. Nixon quiet­ 
ly intervened to help him with some oil 
deals in the Middle East, Colson recalls 
But Agnew had a strong, stubborn 
fo llo w in g 
a m o n g 
c o n s e r v a tiv e 
Republicans 
To replace him with a 
lifelong Democrat, Nixon feared, would 
cause a Republican rebellion “ Could I 
appoint a D em ocrat0” Nixon asked 
Colson. Then, answering his own ques­ 
tion, the President said: “ No, I can’t do 
it.” 
Less than a week after their Nov 7, 
1972, re-election. 
Nixon summoned 
Agnew to the presidential retreat at 
Camp David. Md. Apparently, Agnew 
thought he was being invited for a 
celebration; he was unprepared for the 
brutal session that followed 
The President informed him bluntly 
that the White House staff would exer­ 
cise tighter control over his operation 
His budget would be cut and his ac­ 
tivities curtained. Agnew was told In 
short, the trium phant Nixon served 
notice that he intended to keep his Vice 
President on a short leash 
Afterward, the President confided to 
an aide: “ I was really surprised at the 
way Agnew buckled under I would never 
have taken th at.” Agnew returned from 
Camp David with a new Impression also 
of Nixon “ He is the coldest fish I ever 
m et,” Agnew remarked to a friend 


True to his word, Nixon clamped down 
on the Vice President who was treated 
thereafter like a minor functionary He 
was told whom to fire and whom to keep 
on his staff. The humiliated A pew was 
even obliged to ask a Nixon aide. Alex­ 
ander Haig, for transportation and other

costs to the developer and 
would serve as an inticement.

The Vice President also had to clear 
his overseas travel with Secretary of 
State Henry Kissinger. Once Agnew 
wanted to visit his ancestral home in 
Greece, but Kissinger refused perm is­ 
sion. 
It was February, 1973, that Agnew first 
got wind that a federal grand jury was 
investigating him. He suspected im­ 
mediately that Nixon was behind it As 
Agnew confided darkly to friends, he ex­ 
pected Nixon to use the threat of indict­ 
ment to blackmail him into giving up the 
vice presidency to Connally 
Colson insists that President Nixon 
had no such plot in mind, although he 
ended up trying to push Agnew out and to 
bring Connally in. Colson claims that the 
President never instigated the Agnew in­ 
vestigation and. in fact, never even 
learned about it until April, 1973. 
Nixon’s first reaction was to come to 
Agnew’s aid simply to spare his Ad­ 
ministration from further em barrass­ 
ment. On April 13,1973, he asked Colson, 
who had left the White House to practice 
law, to help Agnew 
Not until September, according to 
Colson, did he get a suggestion from the 
White House that Agnew should resign. 
The President warned Colson: “ There

The removal of Agnew. Nixon in­ 
dicated to Colson, would take some of the 
heat off himself from W atergate.

On September 23, Nixon was back on 
the phone to Colson. “ God,” said the 
President, “ how I wish it would all go 
away, but Ted (Agnew) doesn’t unders­ 
tand the problem.

Colson said his client was worried 
about going to prison. “ He should have 
no fear about that,” assured Nixon.

For the first time, Colson put the 
proposition stra ig h t to Agnew on 
September 24. He had no support in the 
W hite H ouse; 
his situ a tio n w as 
deteriorating fast; maybe it was time to 
make a deal. 
Agnew angrily rejected the idea. “ I 
am innocent.” he swore. “ I am going to 
stick it out. I don’t give a damn. I was 
elected just like the President was.” But 
Agnew’s attem pts to force a showdown 
on Capitol Hill, according to Colson, 
were undercut by the White House itself. 
The President still had Connally in 
mind as Agnew’s replacement, said 
Colson, until Connally came under in­ 
vestigation for allegedly taking a bribe 
from dairymen. In desperation, Nixon 
turned to Gerald Ford to be his new Vice 
President

Pray, tell me what ex­ 
trem ity I committed 
during those years? 
I say it was incomplete because it left 
unacknowledged the difference in the 
powers of the President and those of the 
Governor. George Wallace is with fairly 
good reason thought of as an extrem ist, 
and when he attem pted a dozen years 
ago physically to intervene in an attem pt 
by a black student to m atriculate at the 
University of Alabama, he committed an 
“ extrem e act.” But he has been Gover­ 
nor. with the circum spect exemption of a 
few years when he made his wife Gover­ 
nor, ever since then, and has not com­ 
m itted an “extreme act.” 
It was perhaps the single flaw in the 
m asterful performance of Reagan that 
he failed to point out that the American 
people are dissatisfied with the perfor­ 
mance of m ainstream politics. Under 
m ainstream politics, just to present an 
example, nobody really does anything 
about the increasing obnoxiousness of 
the Department of Health, Education 
and W elfare and its m anifold in­ 
terferences in private arrangements. 
Under m ainstream politics, nobody 
gets around to doing anything about the 
busing system despised alike by its vic­ 
tims, and by such theorists of racial in­ 
tegration as Coretta King. 
Under m ainstream politics taxation 
rises, services dim inish, crim e in­ 
creases, we lose a war, get outwitted in 
detente, and devalue the dollar. 
What is proposed for the next four 
years, Reagan said with no fear that he 
would be disputed, is four more years of 
the same: of the “ buddy system ” in 
Washington, of "big business and big 
labor and big b u re a u c rac y .” The 
American people, he correctly supposes, 
want unmistakable changes in what has 
been going on. Whether the Democratic 
opposition or the gentlemen of the media 
will succeed in branding such proposed 
departures as a call for “extrem ism ” is 
a question of technique, not of substance. 


But they are going to have a very hard 
time dealing with Ronald Reagan. He is 
too well informed, and too nimble on his 
feet, to fall easily into the ambushes they 
are so lovingly preparing for him. 


He handled the first lot of these with 
dispatch. About New York, he said he did 
not have concrete positions to advance, 
and stuck to this line through hard 
questioning. Because, he said, he does 
not possess all the facts. Just when it ap­ 
peared that he would confess to ig­ 
norance on the m atter concerning which 
no one running for office is entitled to 
plead ignorance, he said that after all 
New York City was charging $1,446 for 
municipal services rendered to every 
man and woman and child, where the 
national figure was $670. The simple 
statistic had the effect of a tactical 
nuclear weapon. 


Just as he was accused of being 
evasive in the m atter of the Pentagon — 
what Reagan said was that he could not 
begin to estim ate the size of the ap­ 
propriate budget for the Pentagon 
without access to information available 


When one considers rising costs in just 
about everything, it is therefore not too 
surprising to read of countless examples 
of inflation. Inflation is news and of vital 
interest because our dollars are of vital 
interest. 
The California Taxpayers’ Association 
keeps a number of people informed about 
high rising costs of 
governm ent through 
their publication Cal- 
Tax News. 
In this week’s issue, 
one story caught our 
eye. It was headlined: 
“ W hat it C osts to 
Create One California 
Job.” We feel it is of 
sufficient interest to 
quote in full: 
“ I t 
c o s ts 
an 
e m p lo y e r an a d ­ 
ditional 39 per cent of 
the total salary to meet costs of each 
employe’s benefits and it takes an invest­ 
ment of about $111,000 to add an employe 
to a payroll. 
“Those statistics are from recent 
research by Cal-Tax and by Tax Founda­ 
tion. 
“Calculating the cost of an employe 
earning $10,862 in 1976, the California 
Taxpayers’ Association found it will take 
an additional $3,924 to pay all employe 
benefit costs. That was an average 
salary a year ago, but the average may 
be higher by now. 
“ The costs break down to $1,186 
required by the federal government, 
$1,359 in voluntary payments for items 
such as retirem ent, insurance and profit 
sharing, and $1,379 in payments for time 
not worked including vacations and sick 
leaves. 
“ The cost per employe was calculated 
by Tax Foundation for 1973. 
“ In compiling costs of capital outlay 
and growth of employment from 1953 to 
1973. the national tax group found there 
had been an investment of $1.8 trillion to 
add 15.9 million jobs. 
“ The amount per employe was not the 
highest on record. In 1949-’58 it cost 
$126,600 to add one employe.” 
The California Taxpayers’ Association 
in conjunction with the Tax Foundation 
spend most of their time and effort in 
such research They are always happy to 
provide inform ation to interested 
persons regarding government costs.

All in all it was an exhilarating perfor­ 
mance, and the pride of American con­ 
servatives lifts in reponse to so graceful 
an advocate. Now, now they know why 
Mr. Ford, for so many months, has been 
so concerned about the prospects of fac­ 
ing Ronald Reagan.
